Persons desiring admission to the Graduate College shoiild corriplete tlie 
Application for Admission included with this bulletin and send it to the 
Bean of the Graduate College. 

Students are admitted in one of three categories: full status, proba- 
tionary status J or special status. Following is a definition of each: 

^* status a A student holding a bachelor's degree with an overall 

grade point average of at least 2-5 (A =■ U.O) will be eligible for 
adiraesion to the Graduate College. Individual degree programs 
require a particular pattern of undergraduate work as prerequisite 
to axkaission. 

2e Probationary status . A student with a bachelor's degree whose 
overall grade point is between 2.2^ and 2.5 i^ll be admitted on 
probation. At the completion of eight credits of graduate work, 
his status will be reevaluated, 

^' £5:S^]i£' ^ere are three categories of special status, 

a* A^ stu dent tp-kl ng courses f or transfer to other colleges should 
file the "Guest Matriculant" form showing that he has been 
admitted to a graduate program at another co3J.ege. Copies of 
the Guest Matriculant form are available from the Stout Graduate 
Office c 

^* A student t.-jj-king graduate work for other than de^xce xp-^op'^s 
vriJ-1 be admitted to graduate courses upon receipt of a statement 
from the registrar of his undergraduate college showing that he 
holds a bachelor's degree. If, at a later date, the student 
applies for admission to a Stout degree program, he must satisfy 
ail admission requirements including undergraduate grade point 
average,. Such a student is classified as "upgrading special" * 

Cb a stu de nt who requires less than full tim.e to complete hfcs 
bachelo r's degre e may take graduate courses during the term 
in which he wiH"*complete his undergraduate degree.. The total 
ox graduate and undergraduate work may not exceed a full progr.sm 
(l6 semester hours during a semester or 3 semester houi'S in a 
Slimmer session), This status, known as "split progran:"j, will 
be gran.ted only to students iJith cumulative grade point averages 
of at least 2.5. 

A student whose overall iLudergraduate grade point average is belox-7 2^25 
may establish eligibility to enter the Graduate College by completing a block 
of eight semester hours of senior level courses approved ty ihe director of 
tiie major he wishes to enter. \-Jhen this is completed, his status will be 
reevaluated^ generally, students earning a "B" or better in all courses in 
the block will be permitted to enter graduate work on probation. 

TRANSCRIPT OF CREDITS 

All applicants from urAversiti^ other than Stout State Uairersitgr shogLld 
have an official transcript of their., undergraduate -cpedorts sent to the Registrar 



of stout State University. A transcript of ar^ graduate credit to be trans- 
ferred to Stout State University for advanced standing should be submitted 
at this time also- (See nest section^ "Transfer of Graduate Credits") This 
should be done by a3J. applicants at least one month prior to enrclln^nt date. 
Stout State University graduates should deal directly with the Dean of the 
Graduate College concerning the transcript. 



TRAIv^SFSP. OF GHJIDUATE CREDITS 

To meet master's degree requiremeutSj, students must earn at least 22 
semester hours of graduate credit in courses offered on the Stout can^pus. 

The remaining credits, providing they are appropriate to the degree 
program, msy be earned ia certain off "can^us courses awarded graduate credit 
hj Stout State University or transferred from other colleges and universities. 

Credit to be transferred from other institutions must be recorded as 
graduat-e credit on an official transcript- Graduate students pursuing master's 
degrees at Stout should consult the Dean of the Graduate College before en- 
rolling for transfer work at another institution- Generally, official credit 
transfer is not made until half of the degree work is completed at Stout.

The general graduation requirements for the Master of Science degree are 
as follows s 

!• The pattern of work outlined for the degree mast be completed. All 
prcgrajos require at least 30 semester hours of credit. 

2. At least 15 semester hours in the msuEter^s degree program must be 
earned in courses open only to graduate students (500 series). The 
balance of the work may be selected from upper level undergraduate 
courses recommended by the director cf the major and approved by 
the Dean cf the Graduate College, 

3. Requirements for the master's degree must be completed within a 
six'-year period. Courses completed prior to this time will not be 
counted tovrards graduation. This applies to transferred credit 
also. Request.s for extension -vrill be given consideration fcy the 
Graduate Council but will be granted only in unusual circumstances. 

Ue To earn a master's degree requires that the student spend at least 
two summer sessions or one semester on campus as a full-time student 
(minimum of 6 credits per summer or 12 credits per semester) - 

5^, It is required that the candidate for the master's degree earn at 
least a "B" (3.0) average in all coursework involved in his degree 
program, 

6, An "incomplete" may be given 5ji a course when a student fails to 
complete the work due to absence over which he has no control^ 
providing his work has been acceptable during the period of his 
attendance in the col^rse« Incompletes not cleai-ed within a year 
after the course should nondally have been completed will be 



changed to (t-rlthdrawn) : if the student desires credit after 
that tiinej he irast reenroll for the course. 

Inccmpletss in.aj aLso be awarded for research not coiiTpleted 
within the enrollment period. The sanie time Xinat and grading 
policy applies as with regular courses. 

7e The iiia:sixr]uin load that may be taken by a graduate student is l6 
semester hours per seiriester or 6 semester hours per eight-week 
surmier session- Students holding assistantships and other assign- 
ments will take lighter loads. 



DEGREE CAMDIDACT 

When a student enters the Graduate College with the intention of earning 
a master *s degree from Stout State University";, he works with a major adviser 
to develop a tentative program leading to the degree. After he completes at 
least 12 semester hours but not more than 20, he must make application for 
degree candidacy. At that time^ the following requirements apply: 

1. A block of required work, specified by the director of the major, 
must be conrpleted. 

2. The cumulative grade point average in all graduate courses mast 
be at least "C" (3.0)o 

3. The Cooperative jLn^lish Test must be completed ^^rith a percentile 
rank of at least 10, based on Stout graduate norms. This require- 
ment must be met by the time the first eight semester hours of 
work are complete. Students fallirg below the required score have 
two cptions: 

a. successful coiiipletion of an alternate form of the test, or 

ba certification b^r the English Department, after a period of 
instruction and writing, that the student meets the English 
ccsnpetence requirements . 

When candidacy reqiiirements are met, a Program Plan will be filed with 
the Graduate Office and the major adviser listing the program to be followed 
to complete the degree. 



TKK3I_3_ INI/IESTXG ATION RgQJjlRMg^TS 

The graduate program at Stout State University offers opportiuii-by for 
students to acquire preparation in understanding, interpreting, and per- 
forming research. All degree prograins require coursex^ork in research pro- 
cedures . 

Each student will carry cut some kind ox research as a cuiminacing 
experience in his degree program. Two plans are available and are described 
briefly below. Detailed instructions are available in the Graduate Office 
and further information is given in the research courses. 

PIA3T A — ThesijS. This is to be a study in the major field involving 
original research on a sigrJ.ficant problem^ It is to be carried on using 
an approved research procedure and culminating in a thesis as the final 



report vrhich is to be written according to accepted fonr.. The student 
registers for 1^21-570 Thesis for a total of 6 semester hears. 

?LAj^? B — Investigation . ThJ.s is to be a study of lesser magnitude than 
the thesis 'and possibly confined to interpreting and drawing implications 
from the literature as it applies to the stated problem* The Plan B investi- 
gation is written in a form approved by the investigation adviser. EnrolliTient 
is in the appropriate problems course for 2^-■Eemeste^ hours of ci*edit.

The universi-ty has available appro^djsately 2600 beds in residence h-alls. 
Two residence hall areas are located on the ca^us. The north end has three 
halls accommodating approximaosly 700 students. The residents in this area 
will receive their meals in the Tainter Kail Food Service Facility. Five 
halls with approjdjnately 1900 students are located on the south end of the 
ca2J3pus« These students will receive their meals in the new Commons. 

The present rate of $153 per semester includes bed linens, 

Acccirmodations are available in the city of Menomonis for students de- 
siring not to live in the residence halls. 

At the present time^ Stout State University has approx1-ma.t>ely 66 married- 
student apartments. These are barrack,s-t2T)e units with two bedroojns, a bathj 
a kitchen alcove j living room and limited storage space. These units may be 
rented furnished or unfurnished. The basic rent for each un5.t is $30 per 
month. The student is eiypected to pay all utilities^ Married students are 
encouraged to attempt to iTiake housing arrangenients iji addition to assistance 
which is provided the Housing Office,
